Dr. W. B. Brebner’s Death 
tion of His Infantile Par- 
alysis Research. 


HE DIDN’T REGARD 
WOUND ‘SERIOUSLY 


Four Days Later Infection 
Set In—Famous Special- 
ists in New York Tried in 
Vain to Save Him. 


The death of Dr. William B. 
Brebner yesterday in New York, of 
an infection incurred in his work, 
coincidéd with scientific publica- 
tion of an achievement regarded by 
former associates here as the most 
important in the world-wide effort 
of science to stamp out infantile 
paralysis. 

Within the last month Dr. Breb- 
ner had completed a demonstra- 
tion, on a scale of hundreds in the 
1932 epidemic of infantile paraly- 
sis in the East, indicating a pros- 
pect that the disease might be pre- 
vented by a serum as smallpox is 
prevented by vaccination. It is 
one of the most dreaded of all dis- 
eases since, even where it is not 
fatal, it is rarely recognized until 
its nerve destruction has crippled 
the victim for life. 

Dr. Brebner was bitten on the 
left hand bya rhesus monkey in 
the New York City laboratories 
two weeks ago. He was continu- 
ing, sponsored by New York Uni- 
versity, hig investigations begun 


here as a research member of the 
International Committee for the

New York. . 
The monkey was healthy and Dr. 
Brebner did not regard the slight 
wound seriously, although monkey 
bites were known to cause strange 
and sometimes fatal infections—as 
in the death of King Alexander of 
Greece in 1920, 23 days after he 
had been bitten by a monkey in 
protecting his pet dog. 

, Infection Sets In. 
An infection set in four days 
after Dr. Brebner was bitten. He 
was removed from his home at 38 
Gramercy Park to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, where Dr. William H. Park, 
chairman of the committee ahd 
professor of bacteriology in the 
university, called in famous special- 
ists to treat him. 
Dr. E. V. Cowdry of Washing- 
ton University, who directed his 
research here, saw him last Fri- 
day, and it was thought then that 
his condition was improving. He 
took a turn for the worse on the 
next day, however, and, despite 
constant attention, paralysis spread 
through the body. The infection, 
Dr. Cowdry related, was not iden- 
tified. Death was attributed to in- 
flammation of the spinal cord and 
the brain. . 
Though only 29 years old, Dr. 
Brebner had contributed notably to 
science even before his work with 
“adult serum” in the 1932 epi- 
demic. At the time of his death 
he was testing out in monkeys the 
degree of permanence attainable 
in immunization by various serums, 
and was attempting to grow the 
virus in nerve tissues. 

Educated ‘in Toronto. 
Born in Toronto, the son of the 
late Dr. James Brebner, registrar 
of Toronto University, he was edu- 
cated there and following gradua- 
tion engaged in insulin research 
at the university with Dr. Fred- 
erick Banting, who participated in 
the epochal discovery of the treat- 
ment for diabetes. 

He came to St. Louis three years 
ago to conduct infantile paralysis 
research ,under Dr. Cowdry, who 
recommended him to Dr. Park last 
spring, when the Milbank grant to 
the School of Medicine was er- 
hausted. In St. Louis he participat- 
ed in the standardization of “con- 
valescent serum,” the only known 
treatment for the disease. ‘ 

Serum Destroys Virus. 


In experiments with the serum, 
prepared from the blood of per- 
sons who have recovered from the 
disease, it was found that serum 
from a number of adults about the 
laboratories destroyed the virus, 
although none ever had a recog- 
nized attack of infantile paralysis. 
It was known that many have 
slight attacks, with symptoms 
attributed to common ills of 
childhood. Last summer’s work by 
Dr. Brebner, who had turned from 
treatment to the attempt to im- 
munize, was a logical outgrowth of 
this fact. 4 

In the midst of the Pennsylvania 
epidemic Dr. Brebner injected near- 
ly half the children of a town of 
18,000 population with small doses;

BOSTON, Nov. 10. — An increase 
in the intensity of a heavy north- 
east storm which has whipped the 
coast for the last three days, today 
caused widespread damage, delayed 
shipping, sent towering seas crash- 
ing against waterfronts and result- 
ed in suspension of classes in 


com munities. 

Surf 50 feet high broke against 
the sea wall at Winthrop and many 
cellars were flooced. 

The storm swept in from the sea 
and caused most of its damage in 
Eastern Massachusetts and South- 
ern New Hampshire and Vermont. 
The storm was reported as the 
worst in several years along the 
water front. Shipping was com- 
pletely tied up and the lower roads, 
the anchorage at Boston harbor's 
entrance, was crowded with out- 
ward bound vessels. Many inward 
bound vessels were riding out the 
storm between Boston Lightship 
and Cape Cod. More than 50 fish- 
ing vessels which usually braved 
the seas regardless of the weather 
hugged the Boston fish pier. 

The Winthrop shore drive, along 
the Winthrop sea wall where Bos- 
tonians go to watch the surf pound- 
ing the wall and drive automobiles 
under the surf’s spray, was closed 
for the first time in about 50 years, 
so heavy was the surf. 

A wind velocity of 50 miles an 
hour was reported from many 
points along the south coast.

158 Members of Present Congress 
Will Not Be in New Body. 

Primary defeats, resignations 
and the sweeping Democratic vic- 
tory in the general election have 
produced 144 lame ducks“ 
broadly so termed-—-in the House 
And 14 in the Senate for probably 
the last congressional session of 
the kind beginning next month. 
This makes a total of 158 members 
of Congress who will not appear in 
the new Congress, but most 
of whom will take part in the short 
December session. 

Seventeen states have ratified 
the constitutional amendment elim- 
inating the short session following 
the general election and the neces- 
sary 36 is expected to be reached 
before the next congressional elec- 
tion. 

Of the 114 House members who 
will not be in the new Congress 
108 are Republicans and 36 Demo- 
crats. In the Republican total are 
22 who suffered primary defeat 
but 16 others did not run for re- 
election. Nineteen of the Demo- 
crats were beaten in primaries and 
11 retired. 

The Senate retiring squad con- 
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tains 11 Republicans and three 
Democrats. Three of the former 
lost in primaries. Of the Democrats 
two were primary victims and one 
did not run again. 

Three Democratic Representa- 
tives will return only for the short 
session but then will go to the Sen- 
ate—Overton, Louisiana, Lonergan, 
Connecticut and Dieterich, Illinois, 
all Democrats. One Republican 
Representative, Thatcher, Ken- 
tucky, and one Democrat, Stewart, 
New Jersey, lost senatorial races. 


DISTRIBUTION OF 
HONORS HARD JOB 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—A tan- 
gle of precedence and preference 
confronts Democrats, with their 
top-heavy majority, in reorganizing 
the Senate after March 4. 

If seniority continues to rule in 
esignating committee chairman, 
much adjustment of personal ambi- 
tions will be necessary. 

Southern Senators and a few 
Westerners who consistently turned 
back Republican opponents, gener- 
ally hold the edge in ranking mem- 
bership. 

So much of a margin this is that 
18 Senators hold first, second and 
third places 77 times on the 33 
standing committees, some of thtm 
holding this high ranking on three 
major committees. 

Besides this, there is the party 
leadership held by Joseph T. Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, whose guilance 
as minority chieftain was chal- 
lenged in the last session by Sea- 
ator Huey P. Long of Louisiuna. 
Another problem is what shall be 
done with independent Republic- 
ans who supported President-elect 
Roosevelt. They now hold prize 
chairmanships, under Republican 
rule. 

The possibility that coveted posts 
may be distributed somewhat on 
geographical lines to promote har- 
mony has been talked of. As an 
indication of the complexity of the 
situation, Ellison D. Smith of South 
Carolina, and Duncan U. Fletcher 
of Florida, are the ranking Demo- 
crats on three of the major com- 
mittees. Smith is on Agriculture, 
Intetstate Commerce and Manu- 
factures; Fletcher on Banking, 
Commerce and Military Affairs. 

Claude A. Swanson of Virginia is 
ranking Democrat on the Foreign 
Relations and Naval Affairs com- 
mittees.

INDUSTRIAL JOBS, PAYROLI. 
HERE, DROP 50 PCT. IN YEAR 


State Labor Bureau Figures Based on Reports 
From 1024 Corporations as Compared 
With 1946 in 1930. 


A decrease of nearly 50 per cent 
in payroll and employment in man- 
ufacturing industries in St. Louis in 
one year is indicated by reports 
filed with the State Bureau of La- 
bor and Industrial Inspection at 


Jefferson City and just recently 
tabulated. 


For 1931 these industries report- 
ed 50,833 persons on the payroll 
and total wage and salary payments 
of $75,839,054. For 1930 the fig- 
ures were 99,422 employes and pay- 
roll of $149,885,551. Thus in one 
year the shrinkage in both items 
was virtually 50 per cent. 

The number of corporations re- 
porting was 1024 in 1931 compared 
with 1946 in the preceding year. 
Reports are required from all cor- 
porations engaged in manufactur- 
ing or repairing and having five or 
more employes. 

Mrs. Amanda Hargis, Commis- 
sioner of the State Bureau of La- 
bor, was asked to explain the strik- 
ing decline. She thought the ex- 
planation was to be found in the 
drop in industrial activity. She said 
that many small plants subject to 
inspection by her department had 


gone out of business or suspended 
operation and that many had op- 
erated only a part of the time in 
1931. 

The figures were checked with E. 
G. Steger, director of the Com- 
munity Council of St. Louis and 
manager of the Provident Associa- 
tion. He said he thought they were 
a true indication of the decline of 
industrial employment. 

As has been told, Steger esti- 
mates the total unemployed in St. 
Louis at 125,000. This compares 
with a total of 386,000 engaged in 
remunerative employment when the 
1930 census was taken early in that 
year. If Steger’s estimate of to- 
tal unemployed is accurate, there 
still are 271,000 St. Louisans at 
work at remunerative employment. 

The State figures on industrial 
employment are not, of Course, a 
true indication of the trend in all 
employment. The reports to the 
State do not include the many re- 
tail and wholesale establishmente 
which employ large numbers. There 
are also many simall concerns, with 
large aggregate employment, which 
do not report. Complete figures for, 
all lines of business are not avail. | 
able.

Resumes Governot’s Duties 
With Effort to Reduce 
cessor Takes Office.

ALBANY, N. T., Nov. 10.—After 
a good night'a rest and a forenoon 
spent going over mail at the execu- 
tive mansion, President-elect 
Roosevelt turned today to the busi- 
ness of making up the New York 
State budget for 1933.

William H. Moran, chief of the 
secret service, was a guest at the 
executive mansion last night and 
today. 


| Under the New York executive 


budget plan, the budget is made up 
by the Governor, who consults 
with the chairmen of the Senate 
and Assembly Finance Committees 
and his budget director regarding 
the various items.

The Governor arrived in Albany 
almost unnoticed last night after 
an automobile trip from New York 
City.

Congressional Delegation All of 
That Party. 

RENO, Nev., Nov. 10.—For the 
first time in 12 years, a congres- 
sional delegation composed entirely 
of Democrats will represent Neva- 
da, -.c¢ording to unofficial returns 
today from the State’s 17 counties. 
For United States Senator, Patrick 
A. McCarren, Democrat, apparently 
had defeated Tasker L. Oddie. Re- 
publican incumbent. With fewer 
than 2000 votes left to be counted, 
the count stood: McCarren 18,385, 
Oddie 16,922. 

Former Gov. James G. Scrug. 
ham, Democrat, defeated Samuel 
Arentz, Republican incumbent, in 
the State’s lone congressional race. 
Scrughan’s unofficial vote was . 
407 o 12,426 for Arentz. Gov. 
Franklin P. Roosevelt carried the 
State by more than a 2 to 1 ma- 
jority. The presidential vote was 
Roosevelt, 20,098: Hoover, 10,063.

To the,older politicians, this 
year's election appeared as a repe- 
tition, in its local results, of 1912, 
when the Democrats ‘were aided, 
nationally and locally, by the split 
in the Republican party. In that 
year, Woodrow Wilson for Presi- 
dent and Elliott W. Major, for 
Governor, carried St. Louis, and 
the Democrats locally elected a 
Circuit Attorney, Public Adminis- 
trator, Sheriff, Treasurer, Coroner 
and six Judges. However, the 
Democrats did not succeed, in the 
following spring, in dislodging the 
Republicans from the City Hall, as 
Kiel was elected by a small lead 
over Dr. Simon. 


In 1900, when the Democrats 
had a strong police machine, and 
when the Republican city admin- 
istration had lost public favor, the 
Democrats elected Joseph W. Folk 
as Circuit Attorney, and other local 
officers, though the city went for 
the Republican national candidates, 
McKinley and Roosevelt. In the 
1901 spring election, a more 
sweeping victory for the Demo- 
cratic city ticket followed, making 
Rolla Wells Mayor. 


Vote 91 Per Cent of Registration. 
The total vote cast Tuesday, 
which will not be known with ex- 
actness until the official count, ap- 
pears to have been between 355,000 
and 356,000, or somewhat more 
than 91 per cent of the registration 
of $88,475. In 1928 the vote of 
$39,187 was almost 93 per cent of 
the registration of that year. The 
official count is now being made, | 
and will be finished Saturday. 
The unofficial city returns for 
Tuesday show 225,449 votes for 
Roosevelt, 128,210 for Hoover, and, 
for 642 of the 669 precincts, 5562 
for Norman Thomas, Sociaiist, or a 
total of 354,221.

First Democratic Aldermen. 

The two new Democratic Alder- 
men, Paul J. Hennerich of the 
Tenth Ward and Arthur E. Pahl of 
the Twenty-fourth, will take office 
as soon as their election is certi- 
fied. They are the first Democrats 
to enter the Board of Aldermen 
since it was constituted in 1915, 
under the charter of 1914. 

President Hoover, Lieutenant- 
Governor Winter and all the Re- 
publican State candidates carried 
ths Fifth, Sixth, Nineteenth and 
Twenty-third wards, all of which 
have large numbers of Negro vat- 
ers. In addition, Winter carried 
the Twenty-fifth, a West End ward. 
Kiel, for Senator, carried only the 
Sixth, Nineteenth and Twenty- 
third. Winter's unofficial city to- 
tal was 153,520, as compared with 
136,687 for Kiel, 123.210 for Hoo- 
ver, and 141,000 to 143,000 for the 
State Republican candidates. 
Roosevelt got 225,449, Clark for 
Senator 214,195, Park for Governor 
197,678, and the Democratic State 
ticket from 208,000 to 210,000.

She told her story in a probation 
report submitted to General Ses- 
sions Judge Corrigan, who after 
readiing it sentenced her to four 
to eight years in prison for réceiv- 
ing stolen property. 

In the probation report, the 
woman said she was 44 years old, 
that she had married Tell Taylor, 
an actor, in Chicago, in 1907, and 
that he divorced her three years 
later. In 1916, she said, she came 
to New York and lived with a man 
atſthe Hotel Ansonia. It was there 
she met the baseball man, accord- 
ing to the probation report, and 
the latter supported her in a lux- 
urious apartment. 

In his absence the neighors said 
the “mystery woman“ entertained 

Suspicious characters,” according 
tO the probation report. During a 
raid on the apartment, police found 
three opium pipes. / 

She also lived as the wife of the 
baseball man at the Hotel New 
Yorker, = report said, and Sam 
Entratia, one of her co-defengants, 
recently shot in her apartment, 
frequently visited her “for the pur- 
pose of smoking opium.” 

When arrested in connection with 
the theft of $305,000 worth of jew- 
elry on Jan. 21 from the home of 
Harry C. Glemby, off Park avenue, 
she gave her name as Helen Smith. 
She was one of five indicted in 
connection with the rebbery. An- 
other woman, Mrs. Ruby Goelet, is 
awaiting trial. 

Entratia, whom she met in an 
Indiana sanitarium, where both 
were taking a drug cure, was 
found fatally shot in her apart- 
ment. The police listed his death 
as a suicide. 

Another co-defendant, Joseph 
Indelicato, was sentenced to 10 to 
20 years in prison.

In House Race Democrats 
Lead in 121 of 150 Con- 
tests — They Had 86 
Members in 1931. 


Tabulation of late returns from 
the general election, on races for 
seats in the upper and lower houses 
of the Missouri Legislature, added 
to the gains made by the Demo- 


crats in each house. 

The Democrats are assured of 26 
of the 34 seats in the Senate, and 
may have won one more in the 
Nineteenth District. In the -1931 
legislative session the Democrats 
held 19 seats. 

State Senator John C. Harlin of 
Gainesville is the only Republican 
among the 12 who sought senato- 
rial seats, who may have a chance 
to be elected. On unofficial re- 
turns from all but 30 of the 170 
precincts in his district, he was 
trailing his Democratic opponent, 
W. L. Hixson of Ozark led by 454 
votes, with about half the precincts 
unreported in Harlin's home coun. 
ty. The result may not be deter- 
mined until the official canvass of 
the vote. Republicans offered no 
contest in seven of the 19 districts 
in which elections were held. 

The official canvass of the vote 
in each of the counties, to be made 
tomorrow, will be necessary to de- 
termine the political division of the 
House, which has 150 members, 
elected every two years. On avail- 
able returns, Democrats had been 
elected or were leading in 121 of 
the 150 House districts. In the 
1931 session Democrats held 86 
seats. e 

All Democrats From St. Louis. 

Among the many changes in the 
House, probably the most striking 
will be the substitution of a solid 
St. Louis delegation of 19 Demo- 
cratic Representatives for the solid- 
ly Republican or Republican con- 
trolled delegations which have rep- 
resented St. Louis in the lower 
house with two exceptions, for 
more than 30 years. 

The Democrats’ victory in all the 
St. Louis representative districts is 
their first clean sweep, so far as 
available records show. Since 1900 
the Republicans have controlled the 
delegation in each biennial legisil@# 
tive session, except in the 1903 ses- 
sion, when there were 11 Demo- 
crats and five Republicans, and in 
the 1913 session, when there were 
13 Democrats and three Repub- 
licans. At that time the St. Louis 
apportionment in the-lower house 
was 16 seats, the number having 
been increased after 1920.

The average majorities of the 
Democratic winners over their Re- 
publican opponents ranged from 
about 10,000 in the Third and 
Fourth districts to about 20,00 in 
the Fifth District. 

Senate Delegation Split. 

For the first time since 1902 the 
Democrats elected their nominées 
for the State Senate in the three 
of six St. Louis districts in which 
elections were held. This result 
divides the city’s delegation in the 
Senate, as there are three Repub- 
lican holdover Senators. This is 
the first time the Democrats have 
had an even division of the city’s 
delegation in the Senate since the 
1909 legislative session. In the 
1905 session Democrats held five 
of the six séats. 

Senator Michael Kinney, re-elect- 
ed in the Thirty-first District, is 
serving his twentieth year in the 
Senate, having been re-elected for 
his sixth term. 5 

Senator Joseph H. Brogan, re- 
elected in the Thirty-third Digtrict, 
is serving his twenty-fourth year 
in the Senate. He was ré-elected 
for a seventh term. 

W. J. Doran, Democrat, elected 
in the Twenty-ninth District, is a 
new member of the Senate.

Award for 1932 Made to British Novelist 
Whose: Most Notable Work Is

The 1932 Nobel Prize for Liter- 
ature was bestowed today upon 
John Nenn an the British nov- 
elist. „ a 

The author of “The Forsyte 
Saga” had been mentioned in 
newspaper predictions as the prob- 
able recipient of the award. 

Last year’s prize was won by 
Erik A. Karlfeldt of Sweden. Sin- 
clair Lewis, who received the prize 
in 1930, was the first American 
honored: 

Since 1901, when the prizes were 

established under the will of Al- 
fred B. Nobel, Swedish scientist 
who invented dynamite, only two 
other Englishmen have won the 
award for literature. Rudyard 
Kipling received it in 1907 and 
George Bernard Shaw in 1925. 
, Galsworthy, now 65, published 
“Jocelyn,” in 1898 
under the nom de plume of John 
Sinjohn. It was not till 1904 that 
he attracted general attention with 
“The Island of Pharisees,” the first 
of a series of novels dealing with 
problems of the social world. 

The most famous of his works 
are those comprising the Forsyte 
series which trace the fictional his- 
tory of the Forsyte family in En- 
gland. 

He also engaged successfully in 
the drama, à field in which his 
notable productions include “Loy- 
alties“ in 1922 and “Old English; 
in which George Arliss was an 
outstanding success. He also wrote 
“Escape,” “Exiled” and Justice.“ 
John Barrymore appeared in the’ 
latter. 

Tradition credits Galsworthy 
with launching the literary career 
of Joseph Conrad.

More Equitable Distribution 
of Goods Needed, U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce 
President Says Here. 


The problem of more auitable 


distribution of the products of la- 
bor, in the light of the lessons of 
the depression, was discussed by 
Henry I. Harriinan, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, in an address today at 
a luncheon meeting of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce at 
Hotel Jefferson, 

Speaking of the “lifting mists of 
the depression” and of “definite 
indications of reviving activity and 
many fundamental factors which 
appear in a better light,” Harriman 
disagreed with the philosophy of 


tome that because economic con- 


ditions have gone up and down 
with a good deal of regularity for 
the last 100 years, there must in- 
evitably continue to be such 
cyclical periods of prosperity aud 
depression in the future. 
Harriman is chairman of thé 
Eexecutive Committee of the New 
England Power Association, a 
large public utilitys and a director 


several banks in Massachusetts. He 
has been active in many industriai 


enterprises. 
Plague and Depression. 

He said the easy philosophy to 
follow is to treat the business 
cycle as the ancients treated plague 
and famine and flood, as inevitable 
catastrophies that cannot be avoid- 
ed and from which the country 
will always emerge more trium- 
phant than before.“ 

“But we have learned in the last 
hundred years,” he added, that 
small-pox and the black death and 
yellow fever are not unavoidabiec 
disasters. We have learned to dike 
our rivers and to irrigate our 
lands, and I believe that the same 
research and study applied to eco- 
nomic disasters may avert or as- 
suage them as we have the plagues 
of old.“ 

Harriman frankly stated his 
view that inequitable distribution 
of the products of labor was an 
important cause in the abnormal 
swings up and down in employ- 
ment apd in business activity. 

“Many .of our most thoughtful 
economists,” he said, “are coming 
to the conclusion that the basic 
reason for successive periods of ac- 
tive and depressed business is the 
fact that during prosperous pe- 
riods wages lag behind profits, and 
those who receive profits spend too 
little of them on consumable goods 
and too much in the development 
of new factoriessand other instru- 
ments of product The result is 
an insufficient market to use the 
increased supply of new goods 
which the new factories are able to 
produce.”’ 

Elaborating on this view further 
along in his address he said: 

“Through the lifting mists of the 
depression this fact is appearing as 
of paramount importance, namely. 
that we erred, not on the side of 
making too much, but on the side 
of distributing too little of the 
products of labor to the ultimate 
consumer.

“We have diverted too much of 
the vitalizing stream of national 
income to the development of ever- 
increasing plant capacity and mo- 
mentarily let our. purchasing ca- 
pacity languish. Power to increase 
the production of goods must be 
accompanied by an actual increase 
in consumers’ ability to buy, else 
business stagnation ‘and low prices 
Prevail, and unemployment is in- 
‘evitable. 

“In fact, we are discovering that 
if Dives is to remain rich, Lazarus 
must not remain poor.”

WIFE OF 1 
SOVIET DICTATOR, 
DES WW MOSCOW 


Nadejda Sergievna Allilui- 
eva, 30, Mother of Two 
Children and Graduate of | 
Technical School. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 10. — Nadejda 
Sergievna Alliluieva, wife of Jo- 
seph Stalin, Soviet dictator, died 
yesterday. She was 30 yéars old. 

The body lay in state today in 
the lofty hall of the Central Exec- 


utive Committee building in Red 
Square opposite the tomb of Lenin 
and only a block away from the 
Kremlin where she had lived in- 
conspicuously for 13 years. 

Flowers banked the red coffin 
and five uniformed comrades who 
were her classmates at the All- 
Union Industrial Academy stood as 
a guard of honor while a military 
band played intermittently. 

Even in her death the public ap- 
peared not to know that she was 
the wife of the most powerful figure 
in all Russia. Only a few people, 
most of them those who had known 
her, well, filed past the bier. 

The newspapers gave her death 
A quarter of a page, but for all 
most of Moscow knew, here was 
Only another staunch Bolshevik 
who had died. 

Funeral Tomorrow. 

The funeral will be held tomor- 
row in Novodevichi monastery, one 
of the oldest institutions of its kind 
in Russia, where are buried the 
first wife of Peter the Great, the 
wife and daughter of Boris Gudo- 
nov, and Chekhov, the novelist. 

The death of Russia’s first lady 
was undoubtedly a blow to Stalin, 
whom biographers have described 
as a devoted father and husband. 
Surviving besides a son of 12 and 
a girl of 7, is a stepchild, a 23-year- | 
old son of Stalin’s by a previous 
marriage. 

Nayda, as Mrs. Stalin was known 
to intimates, was, like Stalin, ot 
Georgian birth, and she met her 
future husband while he was en- 
gaged in revolutionary work years 
ago in Tiflis. Her father had pre- 
viously turned Bolshevik, and in 
his house Stalin found refuge when 
he was a hunted man. 

Stalin is known to have encour- 
aged his wife in her studies at the 
All-Union Industrial Academy. 
where she had emerged only this 
spring as a graduate qualified for 
a high administrative post in the 
Soviet textile industry.

The most persistent rumor, for 
which there was no confirmation 
whatever, was that she had been 
poisoned.

He says that it is proposed 
to scale down the debt and float a 
low interest international loan in 
London, Paris and New York te 
meet the American claim. 

References are made in several 
newspapers to reported Anglo- 
American conversations looking to- 
ward some arrangement.

ARMISTICE DAY 10 BE 
OBSERVED TOMORROW 


Parade to End at Fourteenth 
and Market for Laying of 
Auditorium Cornerstone. 


Armistice day will be observed 
tomorrow as a civic holiday, with 
banks, schools and city offices 
closed. Mayor Miller has asked all 
employers to grant their workers a 
half holiday so that they may par- 
ticipate in celebrations attending 
the fourteenth anniversary of the 
cessation of hostilities in the Worlé 
War. 

The major demonstration of the 
day will be a parade in which 6000 
members of patriotic and war vet- 
eran organizations are expected to 
march. This will end at Four- 
teenth and Marke: streets about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon when the 
Mayor is to lay the <crrerstone of 
the Municipal Auditorium. 

The copper box which will be 
sealed within the cornerstone was 
prepared today. It is four feet 
long, two feet high and dne foot 
wide. Sealed within it will be the 
current city and telephone direc- 
tories, final editions of Wednes- 
days St. Louis afternoon news- 
papers and today’s morning pa- 
pers, a copy of the fiftieth anni-- 
versary edition of the Post-Dis- 
patch and the aerial view of St. 
Louis published in Sunday's roto- 
gravure section, the St. Louis Star’s 
“progress edition,” advance news- 
paper stories of the Armistice day 
celebration and copies of the pro- 
gram. Other items include ad- 
dresses to be made by Jesse W. 
Barrett, Forrest Donnell and Clar- 
ence King, a directory of the Board 
of Aldermen and city officials, 
photographs of Mayor Miller and 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service, a statement from 
Louis La Beaume on the work of 
the Plaza Commission which de- 
signed the building, an outline of 
the history of the Municipal 
Opera prepared by former Mayor 
Kiel, and a review of the work of 
St. Louis Tourist,“ Convention and 
Publicity Bureau.

CORING changes made in the 
8 new International Contract 
Bridge Code which went into 
effect November 1 may cause aver- 
age players more trouble than other 
alterations of the laws, 
In my first two articles I ex- 
plained the new penalties for in- 
fringement of the rules. Following 
is an analysis of the new scoring 


system: 

Scoring Changes. 
No trump _§tricks—lInstead of 
counting each no trump trick as 
35 points the new values are 30 
points for the Ist, 3rd, 5th and 7th 
tricks and 40 points for the 2nd, 
4th and 6th tricks. The score for 
two, four, or six no trump ig the 
Same as the old score (70, 140, 
210), while the values of one, 
three, five and seven no trump are 
five points less than under the old 
code, Thus, five no trump formerly 
counted 175. Now it is 170. 
Under the new code all “fives” 
are automatically eliminated from 
the last digit of a score. The mis- 
takes in addition thus will be ma- 
terially decreased. A three no 
trump contract is valued at 100 
points, the same as a game contract 
in diamonds or clubs. Heretofore 
the five point advantage in favor 
of the three no trump contract 
stimulated much unnatural bidding 
in duplicate in the endeavor to 
play a hand at a contract of three 
no trump. 
Omission of Premium for Making 
Doubled Contracts—The old laws 
gave the bidding side too much of 
an advantage, since the Declarer's 
Side had so much more to gain, 
if a doubled contract. was made, 
than the adversaries if the contract 
was defeated. Thus, under the old

Reduced Premium for Undoubled 
Overtricks—The premium for un- 
doubled overtricks has been re- 
duced from 50 points per trick to 
the corresponding odd trick value. 
Thus, if a player bids two hearts 
and makes three hearts, he will 
score 60 points below the Jine and 
30 points above the line. The pre- 
mium for ovértricks in a doubled 
contract remains unchanged, 1. e., 
100 points for each doubled over- 
trick when no vulnerable and 200 
points for each doubled overtrick 
when vulnerable. 


This change has been in effect th 
all duplicate bridge contests four 
years and has proved very popular. 

Changes in Undertrick Penalties 
-The new code has increased 
somewhat the doubled, not vulner- 
able, undertrick penalties; The 
undoubled non-vulnerable penalties 


. at 50 points per trick. This 
was one of the major defects under 
the old laws, since it encouraged 
sacrifice bidding to an undesirable 
extent, However, the new penal- 
ties still allow the nonvulnerable 
side considerable latitude in over- 
bidding activities. A comparison 
of the old and the new penalties 
follows:

66 THER people think | am 

0 an exceptionally good 
N mother, but I know that 
I'm far from being that. I know 
that all my worst faults show them- 
selves in relation to my children. 

“Tt is they who have to put up 
with my irritations. I can see 
quite plainly that it is when I'm 
tired and nervous that they are

But hypocrisy is a tiresome 
and nerve racking vice. It can- 
not, like gluttony, be practiced 
at odd times; it is a whole-time 
job. Oue dare not be off guard 
or the fake is found out, re- 
vealing an inward | emptiness 
behind an outward unreality. 
One may mask a dull insipidity 
in a mocking vivacity, but to 
keep it up asks for unceasing 
vigilance and a fine art of act- 
ing. A man cannot be a hum- 
bug through long years; if piety 
is skin deep it will wear thin. 

Yes, there.are hypocrites in 
the churches, men who profess 
to have a faith which they do 
not really feel. Stucco saints 
they are, spirttual fakes wear- 
ing a painted piety, “whited 
sepulchers,” Jesus called them, 

“and verily they have their re- 
ward,” He said. But they are 
in the wrong pew. since the 
Church does not pretend, or 
even intend, to be a society of 
good people. Almost the first 
thing we do in church is to 
confess that we are wicked, and 
it is true if we mean it—doubly 
true if we do not mean it. 

In this matter no statistics 
are at hand, but if we had them 
it might be found that there are 
as many hypocrites outside the 
‘Church as in it. If some pre- 
tend to be better than they are, 
others pretend to be much 
worse than they have the wit or 
originality to be. Not a few 
~pose as being fast, when in 
reality they are far too dull to 
be anything but slow. Most of 
us are worse than wicked: we 
are stupid—else we would not 
go on pretending to be what we 
are not. 

Yet there is a heroic hypoc- 
risy, a holy kind of pretense 
which must make the angels 
happy. A little woman boasts

Shock may follow in the wake of 
trauma or injury. A severe blow 
in the pit of the stomach, a crush- 
ing of the legs or other mutilating 
accident may lead to shock. Cer- 
tain radical surgery may be fol-# 
lowed by it. 

The first cousin to shock is col- 
lapse. Collapse, too, may follow 
violent injury or sudden and vio. 
lent emotions. 

Both shock and collapse may 
prove fatal. In shock the most ob- 
vious symptom is a marked fall in 
blood pressure. This does not al- 
ways follow immediately upon the 
injury, but may be delayed for 
hours. a . 
The individual in shock has 
usually a sub-normal temperature, 
is heart action is weak, his pulse 
is soft and irregular, his lips, ear 
lobes and finger tips may turn 
bluish.

The skin ia 
cold and at times clammy The 
sufferer is usually conscious but 
mentally passive. 

First aid treatment before the 
arrival of the doctor requires that 
the person should be placed flat on 
his back, wrapped in hot blankets 
and warmed by hot-water bottles 
or hot bricks.
